Order of Business: Theresolution is scheduled to be considered on Tuesday, March 8,
under amotion to suspend the rules and pass the bill, as amended.

Summary: H.Res. 133 resolves that “such amounts as may be necessary” shall be
available for committees and standing committees for the month of April. The resolution



notes that the funds shall be available “on the same terms and conditions as amounts were
available to such committees for the period beginning at noon on January 3, 2005, and
ending at midnight on March 31, 2005, pursuant to clause 7 of rule X of the Rules of the
House of Representatives (or, in the case of the Committee on Homeland Security, on
the sametermsand conditions as amounts wer e available to such Committee for
such period pursuant to House Resolution 10, agreed to January 4, 2005).” (The
bolded blue text represents the amended version, which accounts for the new permanent
Homeland Security Committee)

Thisresolution is an interim, one-month extension to committee funding at FY 04 funding
levelsthat reportedly is necessary due to the Easter recess and the fact that the FY 05
committees funding structure is not yet complete. According to the Committee, the
funding under thisresolution islevel funded from the FY04 level. Because the
Homeland Security Committee was not a permanent committee in FY 04, the resolution
as amended will likely result in an overall increase in monthly funding by including
additional funding for the new Homeland Security Committee.

Committee Action: On February 17, 2005 the resolution was introduced and referred to
the House Committee on Education and the Workforce, which took no officia action on
it.

Cost to Taxpayers. A CBO cost estimate is not available. Unofficial estimates provide
that the monthly committee funding for FY 04 was approximately $9.5 million.

Assuming the Homeland Security Committee receives alittle over $100,000 a month, the
resolution would cost approximately $9.6 million for April 2005.

Order of Business: Theresolution is scheduled to be considered on Tuesday, March 8,
under a motion to suspend the rules and pass the bill.

Summary: H.Res. 122 has eight findings and resolves that it is the sense of the House of
Representatives that:

“(2) the study of languages contributes to the intellectual and social development
of a student and the economy and security of the United States,

“(2) there should be a Y ear of Languages in the United States, during which
language study is promoted and expanded in elementary schools, secondary



schools, institutions of higher education, businesses, and government programs,
and

“(3) the President should issue a proclamation calling upon the people of the
United States to--

“(A) encourage and support initiatives to promote and expand the study of
languages; and

“(B) observe a Y ear of Languages with appropriate ceremonies, programs,
and other activities.”

Additional Background: According to the resolution’s findings, “language education in
the 21st century includes a commitment to the study of long sequences of world
languages, beginning in early grades and continuing throughout the academic career of an
individual, in order to develop the levels of proficiency needed to effectively
communicate with people from other cultures at home and abroad.” The American
Council on the Teaching of Foreign Languages, it is reported, “is urging the public to
support increased language education for students, which will expand the cultural and
literary horizons of adult learners and strengthen the position and security of the United
States throughout the world.”
